Political views of leading personalities and foremen 
Financial status of the plants in question; 

Nunber of buildings and use made of then. 


In addition, any observations which point to the possibility that 
the plants might be removed to the western zones must be reported 
immediately to the Department of Reparations in Karlshorst. 


3. The Russian authorities want this information, it is alleged, in 
anticipation of the possibility of an extension of the Russian 
sector, in which case the sequestration of these plants might come 
into consideration. 
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
